CROPS IN NEED - 
* OF MOISTURE 


‘Wheat seeding in Alberta will, 
be practically completed over 
the entire provinee by May 20, 
Seeding of oats is well under 
way. About 25 per cent. of the 
early sown wheat is vow ap 
venting above ground aud is in 
ienlthy condition, 

Moisture conditions in the 
inajor aye of the province 
arestill satisfactory, and the 
vew crop is germinating- well, 
perticularly on summerfallow, 
There bas been practically ue 
precipitation for more than «# 
fortnight, however, aud hotdry 
winds for the past) few days 
have had a tendency to dry out 
the soil, so that the need of 
rain will be felt within a short 
time, though the good storage 
of moisture inthe soil at the 
tect of the season in most 
districts has given thefiew crop 
a splendid start. Rain is urg- 
ently needed in south-eastern 
localities which were not favor- 
ed with the same winter and 
sprivg precipitation as the oth- 
er districts of the province, 
Wheat acreage thus far reed- 
ed does not reach lastyear’s ex- 
tent, but the coming of more 
moisture in the near future will 
have « tendency to incre: 8+ the 
area seeded to this crop. The 
area in oats is likely to besome- 
what greater than last year, 
In the southern districts alfalfa 
is making a good showing, 
there having been practically 
no winter killing, andin these 
districts also there will be large 
areas planted to fodder crops 
such as corn and sweet clover. 

The farm labor situation has 
been kept well in hand by the 
labor bureaus, and practically 
every demand has been met to 
date,

| United States marks a 
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Production Of Canada Forests 


Total Estimated Value For Calendar 
Year of 1922 Given As 
$170,850,096 
An estimate of total forest produc- 
tion in Canada has recently been pre: 
pared by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics for the calendar year 1922. 
This estimate includes all unmanu- 
factured material cut in Canada’s 
forests and is the first attempt that 
has been made to estimate in detail, 
the rate at which forests are being ex- 

ploited. ' 

Saw logs for domestic use head the 
list as far as total value is conéerned 
with over fifty-five million dollars’ 
worth of material produced. Pulp- 
wood for domestic use comes second 
with a total value exceeding forty mil- 
lion dollars. Firewood with thirty- 
elght million, and pulpwood for ex- 
port with over ten million dollars are 
among the more important items. The 
total estimated value of all primary 
forest products is $170,850,096. 

With regard to annual consump- 
tion for use, the production of fire- 
wood is the heaviest drain on forest 
resources, amounting in 1922 to almost 
eight hundred and fifty million cubic 
feet of standing timber. Logs for 
Canadian sawmills came second with 
almost three and a half million feet 
board measure, equivalent to seven 
hundred and fifty million cubic feet of 
standing timber. Pulpwood for Can- 
adian pulp and paper mills amounted 
to about three million cords, equival- 
ent to about three hundred and fifty 
million cubic feet. Other products 
in order of importance from the quan- 
tity standpoint were railway ties, 
pulpwood for exports, logs for export, 
fencing material, mining timber, 
square timber for export, hardwood for 
| distillation, poles and miscellaneous 
products. 

Quebec heads the list In forest pro- 
duction, both for quantity of material 
and value of products. This province 
heads the list in the production of 
firewood, pulpwoed, fencing material, 
square timber for export and miscel- 
laneous products. It also contrib- 
utes a large proportion of the saw 
logs, railway ties, poles and hardwood 
| for distillation.
